There has never been a lime in the 


history of this country when there 
were BO many idle persons drifting aim- 
lessly aboat without any fixed pur- 
pose. There is on every hand a con- 
dition of unrest and diasatisfaction, 
that is sure 4o breed, sooner or later, 
serious trouble and. crime. , Some are 
•wandering about, it is true, from idle 
curiosity, and purely "to be on the 
more; but these in the aggregate would 
reach but a small number in compari- 
son with those who are driven to 
tramping from necessity and nearly all 
of whcyn are earnestly looking for 
work, but who by virtue of their mode 


' of life, brought on by poverty, are 


classed as trampa and are treated as 
such. Many of. these men are skilled 
workmen 
and mechanics, but the 


lack of employment forces them to 
strike out for new fields, only to find 
themselves broke and disappointed 
and many others on the ground in the 
same position. In desperation they 
follow the advice of someone and try 
another point, or believe that a further 
journey will insure them employment 
and they start again and in duo time 
find the same conditions. One disap- 
pointment follow*) another until such 
men grow desperate and believe life is 
a failure and the public men of this 
great, free and good country are their 
natural enemies. Crime in various de- 
greea follows and the conditions that 
encourage this state of affairs are 
rapidly being increased. 
Now and 


then some ceitain instance is held up 
as an example where a young man by 
force of 'circumstances has succeeded 
in some undertaking or has secured a 
remunerative position in a 
foreign 


land and his praises are sung far aud 
wide as being energetic, industrious, 
persevering, and he is pointed out as a 
shining example for other young men 
to emulate, but little is ever told .aboat 
the influence of power and money that 
has been used to further this certain 
individual's interest, nor is it ever told 
how many young men who 
strive 


harder, are more capable and who 
would make better use of favorable op- 
portunities, yet 
fail 
ingominiously 


time after time. 


Thousands of young men are in the 


country who have superior edncation, 
many of them .professional men; who 
are tramping through the land en- 
deavoring to obtain employment and 
trying to maintain a degree of respect- 
ability under -the most terrible adver- 
sity. 
The majority of these men hare 


no friends to recommend them and 
nothing to start them in life, conse- 
quently they are classed with the drones 
and tramps and charged with having 
no snap and are comparatively out- 
casts, but the ordinary fellow through 
eome influential friend that has a pull 
that can get him into a good position 
is a bright, progressive young man as 
public opinion goes.. 


There is too much of this "hog-wash" 


in this country and a great deal of it is 
brought about by men who by peculiar 
political circumstances are swept into 
office and power and use their posit- 
ions as a pull in other directions' 
Many of these as a matter of fact are 
incompetent, 
but 
through 
their 


positions and surroundings impress 
the general public with their import- 
ance, yet if placed in a position where 
they would be compelled to average 
up with Jother men they would not re- 


' ceive recognition. 
The prestige of 


such men over others that are perhaps 
more deserving causes much of the dis- 
satisfaction that prevails and causes 
many to feel that Jthey have outlived 
their usefulness and creates the desire 
to leave communities.where toadyism 
and fawning to those who have position 
and money is the rule and independ- 
ence a trait that is unknown. The out- 
come of this peculiar phase of unrest 
among thousands cannot be otherwise 
than alarming and it is a question of 
far more importance than the tariff 


'' and unless steps are taken to aid this 


great army of the unemployed and 
check its increase the time is not far 
distant when banditti and ransom will 
be an industry and a reign of terror 
instead of a wave of prosperity will en- 
gulf the land.

bonds authorized by the Act. 


An Act to provide for the payment 


of deficiencies incurred in the building 
and furnishing of dormitories at the 
State University at Reno, approved 
March 23, -1897, also provides. for, the 
levying and collection of a tax of .one 
cent on each one hundred dollars'or 
taxable property in the State, said tax; 
to go into the State University In- 
terest and Sinking fund, for the pay- 
ment of interest and redemption of 
bonds authorized by the Act. 


This increases the State tax to nin 


ty-two cents on each $100 valuation of 
taxable property and is creating some 
confusion. Tho District Attorneys of 
Ormsby and Storey counties have been 
consulting the Attorney General on: 
the subject and no conclusion has yet 
been arrived at regarding the matter. 
The commissioners of Storey county 
levied the tax to the full limit allowed 
by the constitution; that is $5 on each 
$100 of assessable property. If two 
cents for State purposes are added to 
that tax, it will exceed the limit al- 
lowed by the const.ittition and cannot 
be collected. It is suggested that the 
commissioners of storey county, as a 
way out of the dilemma, increase the 
State tax to ninety-two cents and re- 
duce the county tax to $4 08 and thus 
avoid a conflict with the constitution

STATE TAXES.-";-. 


There is some question as to the 


State Tax levy for 1897 and 1898 made 
by the Legislature. An Act approved 
March 5,1897, to fix the State tax levy 
and to distribute the same to the 
proper funds, provides for an adva- 
lorem tax of ninety cents on each one 
hundred dollars of taxable property, 
sixty-six and three-tenths cents of 
which shall go into the General Fund, 
eight cents into the Territorial Interest 
and Sinking Fond, and one and one- 
fifth cents into the State University 
and Sinking Fund, and five cents into 
the General School Fund. 


The several boards of county com- 


missioners levied the tax as above pro- 
vided by the act of the Legislature, and 
very likely more or Jess taxes on the 
ninety cent basis for State purposes 
hare been collected on personal, prop- 
erty by county assessors. 


An Act to provide for the building, 


completion and "equipment of a me- 
chanical building and the completion 
and equipment of the gymnasium at 
the State University at Eeno, approved 
March 28, 1897, provides that there 
shall be levied and collected for the 
fiscal year, commencing January 1,1897 
and annually thereafter, an adviilorem

doctoring theNtanff, and, as usual, the 
organized' trusts are geUing in their 
work. To make; it appear that the 
farmers are receiving their share of 
protection the duty on wheat is raised, 
from 15-cents .-per bushel to 25 cents, 
and the duty on hay is increased from 
$2 to,$4 per ton. 


Mr. Editor, there is ,not one farmer 


in ten thousand in the United States 
that will derive any benefit by that in- 
creased duty on wheat, and the same 
can be said of hay. There is another 
product of the farm which might 
derive a great benefit in price by put- 
ting a moderate duty on, and that 
article ,is hides. ' Nearly every farmer 
in the United States has a few hides to 
sell, and as the supply in this country 
is far below the demand a dollar duty 
on cattle Uides would add many mil- 
lion dollars to the yearly revenue of 
the farmers, and at the same time 
greatly increase the revonae of the 
Government. There is as much justice 
in the woolen manufacturers demand- 
ing free hides: 


It is asserted by the manufacturers 


of leather goods that by the aid of free 
hides they have worked up a foreign^ 
trade in shoes and leather goo'ds, and 
a duty ,on hides would destroy this 
traffic. If this is true, why do they 
want a' duty on their goods ? If they 
are competing with the entire world in 
foreign, markets, then surely they do 
not need to fear foreign competition at- 
home, and their goods, in regard to 
duty, should share the same fate, as 


Here is where the trust comes in. 


The consumer in the United States is 
charged more for goods manufactured 
in tfee United States than is charged by 
the same factory for goods sold to 
alien customers. 
0£ course,' if tho 


farmers were organized xand were not 
in the clutches of creditors, they could 
get the benefit of the 25 cents duty on 
wheat by charging the American con- 
sumer 25 cents more per bushel for 
wheat than they charge the Europeans 
for the same article, but the farmers 
are not organized and they are not out 
of the clutches of creditors, hence the 
organized monopolies have nothing to 
fear from that source, and thf>y look 
upon the farmer as public plunder. 
What the farmer buys' must be at 
tariff and trust prices, arid what ho 
sells must be at free trade prices with 
exhorbitant freight and commission 
charges deducted. 


It is hoped that when the tariff bill 


reaches the Senate that it will be so 
amended as to put a duty of at least $1 
each on cattle hides. 
The leather 


trust may 'object, but the Senate 
should overrule the objection. If Con- 
gress will put a duty of $1 on hides the 
farmers will consent to a decrease of 
$1 per ton of ..the dnty^on hay.

The use of perfume was iudnlfjed to 


to such ah extravagant degree by the 
anoients that some of .,.the more ascetic 
men had good' reason to denounce rfe. 
Solon issued an edict prohibiting its sale 
in Athens. Julius Coesar and.-Luoinus, 
who were Boman consuls in 565, pub- 
lished a law forbidding the sale of exot- 
ics in that city, and by the laws of 
Lycnrgus perfumers were expelled from 
Sparta as being wasters of oil and en- 
couragers of senRiiousness. Olearchus 
wroto against the excessive use, of un- 
guents, and Soarates declaimed against 
tlieni in strong terms, preferring, he 
Haiti, "the smell of healthy toil and the 
perfume of a good and manly life.'' It 
was customary at festivals to pass round 
to the guests perfumes served in ala- 
basiar boxes and vessels of gold. At one 
(if these feasts Cynulous, who loTed to 
deride the youth for the use of-perfumes, 
was made a bntt for their ridibtilft 
Some .mischievous' youth anointed the 
cynic with much ointment, pouring it 
lavishly over his head and face. When 
he awoke, he exclaimed in an' angry. 
voice: "What Is this? .O Hercules, will 
not some one come with a sponge and 
wipe my face, which is thns polluted 
with a lot of dirt?" 


At the Syrian banquets- it waa usual 


for the slaves to come.in with bladder* 
full of Babylonian perfumes and bedewi 
the \garland8 and. walls and hangings 
and fill !*ii nails :.with delicious fra- 
grance: In some o£ the more .modern 
feasts statues and ornaments were pro- 
vided wish Jets which threw out diluted 
ess»^ces and attars.— Iiondbn Society.
